The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Park (USP- 
5,631,783). 

Park discloses a hard disk drive including a disk as claimed. See e.g., figures 4-6. The 
disk includes a plurality of tracks, each track including at least one group of sectors, each sector 
defined by the data located between two adjacent servo sector fields (see fig. 4). Each sector 
includes a first field ("WID field") and a second field (one "PID field"). The first (WID) field in 
each sector identifying a value in the corresponding second (PID) field (see col. 5, lines 59 
through lines 64, for example). Each value in the second (PID) field providing a portion of 
position information, the values of the second fields providing the position information as claimed 
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(see disclosure in reference to fig. 6). Park further discloses the claimed third field which is 
interpreted to be the other PID field of figure 4. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
